The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features 
for the following reasons: the special technical feature of invention 

20 I is a process of producing a porous matrix, and the special technical 
feature of invention II is a tissue scaffolding matrix containing 
cells. The special technical feature of invention I does not require 
the special technical feature of 'invention II, and the converse. The 
porous matrix of invention I can be used in vitro to culture cells 

25 without being used as a scaffolding for tissue, and the scaffolding of 
invention II can be made by a process different than required by 
invention I. For example, the scaffolding can be prepared by adding 
the phase that is suspended to a porous matrix such, as a sponge and 
allowing matrix to absorb the phase to become suspended in the sponge.
